` Indian Work. 

A great many people nowadays are 
making collections of baskets, says 
the New York Times. It seems to be 
necessary once in awhile to get a new 
fad, the old ones having been run into 
the ground. The basket fad is an ex- 
a wider 
range in it than many people might 
think. There are a great variety of 
Indian baskets; some of them are very 
rare, and the Indians will not dupli- 
cate them. A man sent $25 into -a 
store the other day and asked if they 
would send him as good a collection as 
they could of the baskets of the In- 
dians of the northwest, of which they 
have many varieties. One of these 
baskets, a very large one, as large as 
a smal] clothes hamper, and the larg- 
est made, was sold the other day for 
$22. It was made by an Indian woman 
of the Klickitat tribe; it took her two 
years to make it, and it was not fin- 
ished when sold. There is a peculiar 
superstition about finishing baskets, 
and a woman under a certain age will 
not finish one because of the bad luck 
it will bring her. The last strand of 
this *big basket was cut off and left 
unfinished. The basket was not only 
the largest made, but the Klickitat In- 
dians are no longer making baskets. 
There are some bottles covered with 
bead-work by the Alaska Indians, a 
most interesting Alaska doll that sells 
for $2, and a wooden canoe made by 
the Alaskans. One of the interesting 
baskets of the Indians of the north- 
western part of this country is the rat- 
tlesnake basket, but it is difficult to 
get one. The woman who makes a 
business of collecting baskets worked 
for a long while with an old squaw to 
persuade her to make some, and got 
her promise, but even after that she 
refused to make them.

DOUBTS AS TO EXACT DATE. 


Difference of Opinion as toa 
Became a State. 

There is some doubt as to the exact 
date upon which Ohio became a state. 
Ohio never was a separate “territory,” 
being a part of the Northwest terri- 
tory. In 1801 the people living in the 
portion of the Northwest territory now 
embraced in the state of Chio called 
a convention to frame a state consti- 
tution for the district which had set 
up a claim to statehood under the pro-

visions of the fifth article of the or- | 


dinance of 1787. That convention met 
in Chillicothe on Nov. 1, 1802, and on 
Nov. 29 completed its work. The con- 
stitution thus framed was not sub- 


mitted to the people, but was declared | 


ratified by the convention itself, On 
Feb, 17, 1803, the United States con- 
gress passed an act admitting Ohio 
into the union as a state, said act be- 
coming operative upon the assembling 
of the first state legislature at Chilli- 
cothe. The first state legislature met 
at Chillicothe at ® a. m. Tuesday, 
March 1, 1803, and both houses imme- 
diately organized. Thus there are 
three dates about which opinions may 
differ as to the exact initial period of 
Ohio statehood. They are Nov. 29, 
1802, when the constitution was per- 
fected and ratified; Feb. 17, 1803, when 
congress passed the act admitting 
Ohio, and March 1, 1803, when the leg- 
islature assembled and organized. The 
latter date appears to have the greatest 
claim, in view of the language of the

MAY FESTIVAL, 


Concerts on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday, Vay 11, 12 and 13. 

The following information respect- 
ing the Festival will doubtless be of 
great interest to the readers of the 
Times. It was not thought desirable 
to give the ‘*Tannhauser,” inasmuch 
as it was absolutely impossible to se- 
cure a tenor who could do justice to 
the principal part. The opera sea- 
son in London this year, contrary to 
the usual custom, is to be opened 
with a series of performances of Ger- 
man opera and, as a consequence, the 
greatest artists in that special field 
are not available. And the same 


difficulty arose in regard to the per- 
formance of —“‘Aida.”’: For this 
reason it was thought advisable not 
to attempt the performance of either 
of these works this year, but to defer 
it until another season. Of all the 
works available ‘‘Samson and Deli- 
lah,” Saint Saens, appeared to be the 
proper choice. It must be born in 
mind that in nearly every instance 
where the ‘‘Sampson and Delilah” 
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| 
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has been performed one season it has. 


been repeated the next. It may be 
uccepted as an axiom that a work 
which is not worth giving twice 
should not be given at all. No one 
can hope to get all that there is in a 
great work at its first hearing and, 
as is almost invariably the case with 


a great work, the second performance. 
proves even more inspiring than the. 


first. The entiusiasm with which 
the Manzoni Requiem was received 
last year was due largely to the fact 
that ıt was somewhat familiar, 

The choral work to be performed 
the first evening of the Festival will 
be the “German Requiem” by Jo 
hannes Brahms, one of the truly 
inspired works of this century. Of 
special interest will be the perform- 
ance on Friday evening of the last 
work of Verdi, the ‘‘Stabat Mater,’’ 
written this last year. This is a most 
superb composition for chorus and 
orchestra and its performance will be 
one of the first in this country. 

When the entire program is 
presented, it will be seen that in 
many ways the Festival of of 1899 
will present a stronger combination 
of works and artists than any of the 
former festivals. Among the orches- 
tral selections are many standard 
works which have never been per- 
formed in Ann Arbor, and several 
avsolute novelties, while the major- 
ity of the soloists are also new to our 
audience. Foremost among the solo- 
ists must be named Sembrich, who is, 
all things considered, the greatest ex- 
ponent of true vocal art now living. 
he enthusiasm with which she has 
been received wherever she has been 
heard this year in America is so well 
known to our readers that the mere 
statement of the engagement of this 
distinguished artist is sufficient, Sem- 
brich is so well known as an operatic 
artist and vocalist that few people 
are aware of her accomplishments as 
a musician in other directions. She 
is quite a remarkable pianist and a 
m »st excellent violinist and her great- 
uess as a singer rests not alune upon 
her vocal mastery but upon a solid 
basis of musicianly attainment. She 
will be heard at the Friday evening 
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concert in a broad range of selections, 


including not only some of the great 
arias in which she stands preeminent, 
but also in German songs. 

At the Worcester Festival among 
the many singers advertised was Miss 
Sara Anderson, an unknown soprano, 
who although entirely unheralded, 
won the great artistic triumph of the 
Festival. Her performances since 
that time have justified the enthusi- 
astic commendation of those critics 
who at that time pronounced her the 
coming soprano of America.

Eugene V. Debs Is a Most 
Visionary One. 


Remedy For Existing Evils Is Not 
‘the Downfall of Trusts But Their 
Own Dissolution Into a Giagantic 
Co-Operative System. 


The extra amount of free advertising 
which Eugene V. Debs secured by rea- 
son of being barred from University 
hall had one tendency at least, and that 
was to fill to overflowing Newberry hall 
last night by persons to listen to his 
speech upon ‘‘The Laboring Man’s In- 
terest in Good Government.” 

For many years Mr. Debs has been 
known as one of the foremost labor 
leaders in the country. He was for 
quite a while president of the American 
Railway Union, and has been actively 
interested in several other similar or- 
ganizations. During the famous strike 
in Chicago, Mr. Debs was perhaps one 
of the most prominent figures, and be- 
came especially known for his resist- 
ance to government by injunction. Alsu 
during the coal miners’ strike in Wesi 
Virginia, Mr. Debs was one of the chief 
advisors of the workmen and a director 
of the movement. 

Afier hearing his speech last night 
there is only one conclusion to be 
reached. Mr. Debs is a communist oi 
the most pronounced and visionary 
type. He is the most dyspeptic pessi- 
mist as to the conditions present and at 
the same time the mest hopeful optimisi 
for the future. He advocates not force, 
but the ballot, as the remedy for the 
existing evils of our system of govern- 
ment. He urges the wcrkingmen to put 
thought and study into their labors that 
they may the more appreciate their 
Status in society. He says that the 
competitive system now in vogue can- 
not help but beget the ideal gigantic co- 
operative system. He said he would 
not, if he could, incite the passions oi 
his hearers, yet at the same time 
launches into a terrific tirade against 
those who in giving employment are 
obliged to compete with rivals. He is 
an orator. He isa wit. He is a satirist. 
He is determined, and after hearing 
him one can readily see how he has 
stepped into the leadership of union la- 
bor. . 

Notwithstanding the fact that a very 
small percentage of his listeners agreea 
with him entirely on what he said ‘asi 
night, his lecture was entertaining and 
educational. Frequently he was inter- 
rupted by great applause at his most 
original sallies of wit, and at the con- 
clusion of his speech he received an 
amount of cheering that could not help 
but be edifying to himself, 

Mr. Debs was delayed by trains and 
it was 9 o’clock before he reached the 
hall. In the meantime the audience 
waited patiently, and were entertained 
by a piano solo by “Ach Louis,” and a 
Whistling solo by Mr. Rideout. During 
this hour the students amused them- 
selves by calling for different celebrities 
of the University student body. 

Finally someone yelled: 

“Where is Debs?” ; 

And back came the answer from an- 
other part of the room: 

“Somebody got out an 
against him.” 

Finally, when he did appear, he re- 
ceived an ovation that was probably 
not excelled during the heat of the 
campaign of ’96 by any of ‘his audiences.

In 1890, the most pros- 
perous year, there were 200,000 men in 
this country who were not employed 
any of the time and 2,800,000 men who 
were out of employment some of the 
time. Idleness and enforced idleness is 
the parent of all our ills of governmeni. 
Society is being gradually Civided into 
two great classes. The one is growing 
smaller and richer and the other is 
growing larger and poorer. This is the 
age of tramps, and the tramp is the 
great menace to the government.” 

“Those who espouse the cause of the 
poor are maligned, misquoted, perse- 
cuted and even put into prison.” 

“Men are not naturally idle, but men 
can be reduced to that condition, and 
men now shrink from work because la- 
bor is bought and sold.” 

“The coal miner, the man who cre- 
ates wealth but does not get it, is not 
a good citizen because he does not live 
under a good government.” 

“John D. Rockefeller has more polit- 
ical power than a million workingmen.”’ 

“I attack a system whereby a man can 
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thief and is sent to prison. But if he 
goes down on Wall street and steals aii 
entire railroad he is a financier, and the 
chances are that he will be sent to the 
United States senate.

Medicinal Soap. 

The use of soaps containing a disin- 
fectant of some kind has become so | 
general, says the Medical Press, net 
observations on the practical value of | 
such combinations cannot fail to be of 
interest. Dr. Reithoffer has recently , 
published the results of some experi- | 
ments carried out by him with various | 
kinds of soap, having for object to de- | 
termine their value as _ microbicides. | 
He used the ordinary mottled soap, | 
white almond soap perfumed with no- | 
trobenzine, and hard potash soap. He | 
found that these soaps were very in- | 
imica] to the cholera mivrobe, al per | 
ent solution killing them in a short | 
space of time, while a 5 per cent solu- | 
tion of the potash soap killed them in 
five minutes. We are, therefore, at | 
liberty to infer that, as in washing the 
hands the strength of the soap solution 
is never less than 5, and may go as | 
high as 45, per cent this method of. 
disinfecting the hands, as well as the 
clothes, ete., is fully trustworthy. Most | 
stronger solutions are required, how- | 
ever, to destroy the bacili of typhoid, : 
the coli-bacillus, etc., not less than 10- 
per cent being sufficient. None of the 
soaps experimented with appear to 
have any effect on pyogenic microbe. 
The practical result of these investiga- 
tions is that it is always preferable 
to use soap and water first of all, rins- 
ing the hands in the disinfectant solu- 
tion afterward. This is an important 
point, which merits to be generally 
made known.

FLAG OVER MORRO. 


It Was First Hoisted Philadelphia 
During the Civil War. 

Few American flags have a more in- 
teresting history than attaches to the 
banner which was flung to the breeze 
over Morro castle, Havana, on New 
Year’s day. It first flew over the Corn 
Exchange National bank, Philadelphia, 
when the famous Corn Exchange regi-

i ment of volunteers was organized for 


the war of the states. It fiew over 
the bank during nearly the whole of 
the war and was then secured by the 
late ex-United States Senator Alexan- 
der G. Cattell, then an officer of the 
bank. He took it to his residence in 
Merchantville, N. J., and stored it 
away as a sacred thing. While Presi- 
dent Grant was visiting Senator Cat- 
tell he raised the historic banner to a 
pole over the senator’s mansion—an 
act that added materially to the his- 
toric vaine of the starry emblem. After 
that the flag was again stored away 
as a prized relic. When ex-Senator 
Cattell died it was practically forgot- 
ten until George W. Algor procured it 
from the estate and presented it to the 
government for the purpose to which 
it was put at Havana. 


When Birds Begin to Sing. 


An ornithologist, having investigat- 
ed the question of at what hour in 
summer the commonest small birds 
wake up and sing, states that the 
greenflach is the earliest riser, as it 
pipes as early as 1:30 in the morn- 
ing, the blackcap beginning about 
2:20.

University students above 
all others ought to be broad minded and 
ready to hear an honest conviction, 
even though it be not generally accept- 
ed. The enthusiastic reception given 
Debs by many who disagreed with him 
is evidence that our University students 
are not all so narrow-minded as their 
kind is often accused of being. Debs 
gave a serious, honest talk and one 
that merited the attention it received.—

Through the efforts of a number of en- 
terprising students of the U. of M., Ann 
Arborites are being afforded the oppor- 
tunity of hearing three of the five great 
orators of the world—Bryan, Cochran 
and Debs—and the greatest of these is 
Debs. Bryan is battling for the suc- 
cess of a political party, Cochran is the 
tool of the money power, while Debs 
is championing the cause of humanity. 
After describing the politico-economic 
conditions of the country, which breed 
trusts and armies of idle men, the 
speaker said at Newberry hall last even- 
ing: “I take a bright view of the fu- 
ture. This land is on the eve of the 
greatest social revolution the world has 
ever known. But it will be brought 
about by the ballots of the working- 
man, which fall as silently as the snow- 
flakes from Heaven.” It was around 
this thought that the oratorical efforts of 
Eugene V. Debs revolved. What harm 
could an oration of such a nature have 
done the young men and young women 
who congregate in University hall? 


Importations are slowly increasing in 
volume as compared with the corres- 
ponding period last year.

of goods of foreign markets. It is also 
& fact that Americans find they can buy 
better goods of home than foreign pro- 
duction. This is proved by the further 
and supplemental fact that foreigners 
are large buyers of American articles 
they formerly sold to Americans. 
Thus, whiie the naticnal revenues from 
customs may fall a few millions below 
expectations, the loss is made up twenty 
times over by the enormous increase in 
our exports. In 1893 (fiscal year ending 
June 30) the balance of trade was 
against us $18,735,0u0. In five short years 
the balance swung to $615,431,000 in our 
favor, exports having been that much 
in excess of imports during the year 
ending June 30, 1898. The average ex- 
cess since June 30 fouts up $40,000,000 a 
month, with a rapidly swelling ten- 
dency. Moderate protection for Ameri- 
can industries prevents ruinous foreign 
competition in our domestic markets 
and increases domestic sales of home 
products, while the superior quality of 
Our goods enables merchants, manu- 
facturers and farmers to find an outlet 
abroad for their surplus. Free trade 
may have its beauties as a theory, but 
the practical benefits.of protection are 
patent to the world.

audience. Foremost among the solo- 
ists must be named Sembrich, who is, 
all things considered, the greatest ex- 
ponent of true vocal art now living. 
lhe enthusiasm with which she has 
been received wherever she has been 
heard this year in America is so well 
known to our readers that the mere 
statement of the engagement of this 
distinguished artist is sufficient, Sem- 
brich is so well known as an operatic 
artist and vocalist that few people 
are aware of her accomplishments as 
a musician in other directions. She 
is quite a remarkable pianist and a 
m »st excellent violinist and her great- 
ness as a singer rests not alune upon 
her vocal mastery but upon a solid 
basis of musicianly attainment.

“Somebody got out an 
against him.’’

“Men are not naturally idle, but men 
can be reduced to that condition, and 
men now shrink from work because la- 
bor is bought and sold.” 

“The coal miner, the man who cre- 
ates wealth but does not get it, is not 
a good citizen because he does not live 
under a good government.” 

“John D. Rockefeller has more polit- 
ical power than a million workingmen.”’ 

“I attack a system whereby a man can 
accumulate more wealth than he can 
possibly use, while thousands are 
starving.”

FROM THE WATER BOARD, 


H. M. Curtis, of the board of public 
works, was approached yesterday on 
the question of the Hawkins House wa- 
ter meter. “Are we Satisfied with the 
result of the investigation Saturday ?” 
Why, of course we are. It is just as we 
expected, the meter registers about one- 
and-a-half per cent too much. The me- 
ter which we have put in the Hawkins 
House is the ‘‘Worthingtcn,’’ the best 
machine made in the country. Before 
being placed on the market they are 
put through a series of very severe tests 
and are expected to go out with the pe- 
Culiarity of tallying up about 1 per cent 
more water than actually goes through 
them. This method is adopted for the 
reason that a few months’ wear will 
cause them to lose three or four per 
cent in their measurements. Thus the 
Hawkins House meter, which is now in 
our favor to the extent of a per cent, 
will in a few weeks aid the proprietors 
by two or three times as much. This 
seemingly strange proceeding on the 
part of the meters is caused by the 
wearing away of the parts. The proper 
way of managing a meter system is to 
cause them to be tested and regulated 
about once a year. That course, I know, 
is pursued in some places. What will 
we do in regard to the Hawkins House 
water tax? Why, there isn’t anything 
to be done. We have proved that the 
meter is practically correct. and there 
is no evidence of any considerable leak- 
age.

In the event of 
the erection of a city building this $200 
per year would be saved by the taxpay- 
ers, and they would have the additional 
satisfaction of owning a handsome 
building which would be a credit to the 
place. The convenience to the city offi- 
cers and the saving of time and steps 
on the part of those who are interested 
in city business would certainly be 
worth an effort. 

The cost of a handsome city hali, con- 
taining council room, offices, jail, etc., 
would not be over $5,000 or $6,006. This 
Sum seems at first to be a large one to 
come out of the taxpayers’ pockets, but 
due consideration of the matter reveals 
the overbalancing benefits to be derived.

Scaliger’s Wonderful Memory. 

. A scholar of marvellous range was 
the famous Joseph Justus Scaliger, 
who was born at Agen, in the South of 
France, on the 4th of August, 1540. He 
studied Latin under his father. Greek 
he learned under Turnebus at Paris; 
and such was his passion for the clas- 
sics that he committed Homer to mem- 
ory in twenty-one days, and read all 
the Greek poets. within four months. 
He was master of thirteen languages, 
and was reckoned one of the literary 
heroes of his age, and treated with 
extraordinary respect at Leyden, 
where he died at the age of sixty-nine. 
In 1593 he succeeded Lipsius in the 
chair of literature at Leyden Univer- 
sity, which he held till his death on 
the 2ist of January, 1609.

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BRAIN- WORKERS PROPER FOOD 


Their Diet and Stimulants Are of Great 
Importance. 


Hard-working men, especially in the 
learned professions, are often puzzled 
as to the right hours for their meals 
and the right diet to be taken at their 
meals. The much graver question of 
stimulants also interests them person- 
ally, The fear of a midday meal is 
very common among brain-workers. A 
good luncheon is apt to interfere with 
inspiration, especially if any form of 
alcohol be taken. Tea, very popular 
with scholars, is less objectionable as 
to its immediate effects, especially 
among scholars, who like workwomen, 
nearly always take too much and pre- 


fer their tea to be strong, “red as 
blood,” as Garrick used to say. The 
chief danger in taking too light a 


midday meal is that the student is at 
his worst, physically, just before din- 
ner time. Hence, dinner is rendered a 
fresh source of dyspepsia, and if he 
strolls about before the evening meal 
he is apt to take cold.

stage. The diet does not then proclaim 
the man. We doubt, however, if the 
serious student of the end of the nine- 
teenth century would do well to “re- 
focillate his wasted spirits” by drink- 
ing a pot of ale every three hours. 
Prynne was perhaps wise not to dine, 
which meant to lunch in those days, 
and implied a very hearty meal. But 
the munching of rolls all day and the 
“good supper” were questionable, His 
style was very caustic, perhaps be- 
cause of the misrule of Charles I., but 
possibly, also, through dyspepsia, 
which also had so disastrous an infiu- 
ence on the literary temper of Thomas 
Cariyle. 
A Thirty Eight-Mule Team. 

Without a capable man in control, 
it would hardly be possible to use the 
big reaper that, according to the San 
Francisco Chronicle, was employed 
last summer on a ranch near Corn- 
ing, Cal.

Situation, and valuable city records are 
kept in a little closet where moths and 
rust have full sway to corrupt and 
where thieves or fire could break in any 
time they happened to be around. Ii 
is true the city possesses a council hall 
on E. Cross st., but it is in even a worse 
piight than the clerk’s office. Besides, 
its location puts it out of the question 
in almost every instance when a dis- 
tinctive ‘‘city hall’ is needed. The 
economic side of the question is also one 
of importance. Here, at the end of each 
year, in good or hard times, the city 
pays out $200 for the rent of offices, $150 
for the city clerk’s sanctum and $30 for 
the marshal’s boudoir. In the event of 
the erection of a city building this $200 
per year would be saved by the taxpay- 
ers, and they would have the additional 
Satisfaction of owning a handsome 
building which would be a credit to the 
place. The convenience to the city ofi- 
cers and the saving of time and steps 
on the part of those whe are interested 
in city business would certainly be 
worth an effort. 


The cost of a handsome city hali, con- | 


taining council room, offices, jail, etc., 
would not be over $5,000 or $6,006. This 
Sum seems at first to be a large one to 
come out of the taxpayers’ pockets, but 
due consideration of the matter reveals 
the overbalancing benefits to be derived.

Scaliger’s Wonderful Memory. 
. A scholar of marvellous range was 
the famous Joseph Justus Scaliger, 
who was born at Agen, in the South of 
France, on the 4th of August, 1540. He 
studied Latin under his father. Greek 


| he learned under Turnebus at Paris; 


and such was his passion for the clas- 
sics that he committed Homer to mem- 
ory in twenty-one days, and read all 
the Greek poets. within four months. 
He was master of thirteen languages, 
and was reckoned one of the literary 
heroes of his age, and treated with 
extraordinary respect at Leyden, 
where he died at the age of sixty-nine. 
In 1598 he succeeded: Lipsius in the 
chair of literature at Leyden Univer- 
sity, which he held till his death on 
the 21st of January, 1609. 


Iron Giving Place to Steel.

fancy, which will not presently be re- 
gained.” The danger of a priori rea- 
soning may be seen from the above 
quotation. Those who have forgotten 
‘about Prynne would take him, from 
this note of his diet, to be a bohemian 
of a well-known old-fashioned type; 
yet he was a stern, uncompromising 
puritan who suffered mutilation and 


the pillory, and had a violent and very 


unbohemian prejudice against the 
stage. The diet does not then proclaim 
the man. We doubt, however, if the 
serious student of the end of the nine- 
teenth century would do well to “re- 
focillate his wasted spirits” by drink- 
ing a pot of ale every three hours. 
Prynne was perhaps wise not to dine, 
which meant to lunch in those days, 
and implied a very hearty meal. But 
the munching of rolls all day and the 
“good supper” were questionable, His 
style was very caustic, perhaps be- 
cause of the misrule of Charles I., but 
possibly, also, through dyspepsia, 
which also had so disastrous an influ- 
ence on the literary temper of Thomas 
Cariyle. 


A Thirty Eight-Mule Team. 

Without a capable man in control, 
it would hardly be possible to use the 
big reaper that, according to the San 
Francisco Chronicle, was employed 
last summer on a ranch near Corn- 
ing, Cal. Thirty-eight mules fur- 
nished the power for handling nearly a 
million pounds of wheat. The grain 
was cut from the stalks, the chaff 
threshed out and the residue in sacks, 
which were sewed and piled ready for 
the mill—all by the huge machine, 
which acts with almost human intel- 
ligence. As for Frank Johnson, the 
driver of the team, his fame as an 
“animal trainer’ went far and wide. 
He controlled the two leaders with the 
lines in his hands, and taught the 
others to move with them. An eight- 
een-foot lash assisted him in the di- 
rection of the nearly two score mules. 
On one occasion a bee, busy as usual, 
came near causing a serious accident 
to the team. They were descending 
the side of a very steep hill, when a 
mule in the center of the string be- 
came provoked by the bee, which lit 
on his ear, and left its sting therein. 
The sufferer reared and kicked his 
follower, who retaliated on his tail 
mate, and so the kick was passed 
along until it became the turn of the 
last five to assert their strength. This 
they all did together, to the discom- 
fiture of Johnson, whose reins became 
entangled, so that the mules and ma- 
chine began to roll down the slope. 
Through the driver’s presence of mind, 
no damage was done. He leaped off 
and ran to the heads of the leaders, 
whom he subdued in a minute, 


Taxation in China. 

The Chinese are perhaps the most 
lightly taxed people in the world. In 
China all the land beiongs to the state, 
and a trifling sum per acre—never al- 
tered through long centuries—is paid 
as rent. This is the only tax in thé 
country, and it amounts to about 2s
